DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "said upper ring collar", "said discharge opening", "said 
elastic bellows upper ring collar" in lines 10, 1 1 and 12 respectively. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "said valve nipple" in 1. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 6,341,717 to 
Auer. 

Auer shows a metering pump made of plastic as seen in the Fig. 1-4, having a bottle 
container 1, a dimensionally stable lower housing 3, a dimensionally stable upper housing 34 
having a discharge opening and a ring, a displacement piston with an open top side, axial groove 
and torus locking fastened to centering ribs, as seen in the Figs., an elastic bellows 12, a 
discharge channel 17, a discharge valve 1 1, a suction valve 10 and a container follower 4.

disclosure. Birmelin ('694) shows a dispenser for pasty compositions. Weag ('862) shows a 
dispensing pump for media. Weag ('627) shows a metering pump. Birmelin ('434) shows a 
dispenser with pump device.
